Kee, who Was away, was to come home on 
Friday and the shooting of Larimore oc- 
curred Thursday night. 

Mrs. McKee and her husband’ reached 
Q@uincy Saturday and there for the first 
time learned of the shooting. 

The funeral of Larimore was held in the 
Methodist Church at Plainville yesterday 
afternoon and was the largest ever seen in 
the village. Lester and his daughter _ 
her husband were present, and so also we 
Rosa Flick, the girl to whom ‘he dead Reshon 
Was soon to have been married.

Buch citizens should take their station at the polling places 
in sufficient numbers to compel respect.

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BISCUITS OR BULLETS? 


Twenty-four men have offered themselves at the altar of thelr 
country. They have signified their willingness to eat any and 
all kinds of food provided them at government expense, no 
questions asked, and to abide by the consequences.

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THE ST. LOUIS LOCAL ELECTIONS. 


The sole issue in the St. Louis local elections is good govern- 
ment—the decision of the question whether the work of purifying 
the government of St Lou's, punishing the rascals who have 
plundered the peceple and improving the city shall continue or 
this work shall be checked and hampered. 

St. Touls voters should not permit this issue to be obscured or 


and dust-throwing. In this crisis in the progress of St. Louis 
voters should keep in mind the welfare of the city, the build- 
ing up of New St. Lvwuis, and act upon their judgment regardless 
of mere partisan interests and purposes. 

In determining for whom to vote citizens should take into con- 
sideration the character of the candidates, their records in office 
if they have held office, their associations and the influences 
which my control their cfficial action. The furces behind the 
candidate as well ds.his own character and capacity should be 
taken into consideration. 

These considerations are of special weight in determining the 
fitness of the candidates for the bench and for the offices con- 
cerned in the enforcement of the law. Three judges of the cir- 
cuit bench, the judge of the Court of Criminal Correction and the 
prosecuting attorney and the assistant prosecuting attorney of 
the Court of Criminal Correction are to be elected. In view of 
the disclosures of corrupt conditions in St. Louis and of the at- 
tack being made in the courts upon the forces of corruption the 
question of the honesty, strength and freedom from unworthy 
influences of judges snd law olticers becomes paramount. 

Concerning every candidate for the bench or for offices con- 
nected with law enfurcement, voters should impartially and from 
the standpoint of independent citizenship, cherishing the public 
welfare and the city’s progress determine in their own minds 
these questions: 

Is he honest? IS he capable? Is he free from un- 
worthy or corrupt associations and influences which 
would lead him to depart from the straight path of duty? 
Would his election better serve the public interest than 
that of any of his competitors? 

Let it be kept in mind that the corrupt forces in St. Louis— 
the-forces thai strengthen Ziegenheinism, Butlerism or any other 
name under which corruption and abuse masquerade, are non- 
partisan. They use the candidates or the party that best serves 
their corrupt purposes. They will concentrate upon the worst 
candidates of all parties 

If the best candidates are to be elected the reputable citi- 
zens of St. Louis must concentrate upon them. 

The Post-Dispatch appeals tu citizens to vote for the building 
up of New St. Louis unon these independent and patriotic lines. 
Between row and election day it will point out so far as possible 
the lines upon which good citizenship should fight the battle for 
good government. 
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Senator Quay of Pennsylwania and Congressman Dick of Ohio 
are cach guilty of a misdemeanor and liable to a fine of $6000 or 
imprisonment for three years, or to both fine and imprisonment, 
for sending out circulars soliciting campaign contributions from 
federal e-nployes, but there scems to be no apprehension that 
either will be fined or imprisoned.

It used to be, even as recently as Wash- 
ington Irving's time, that when a man 
wrote a book he apologized profusely to 
the public for making so bold as to pre- 
sent it for their consideration.

Some day 
some disgusted reader will put me out of 
business with a club, for keeps, and the 
public will be mighty glad of it, and with 
good reason. I know I am rank. Take 
my advice and don’t read this book, or 
you will be sorry.”’

" While Robert Walsh Fired Across the 


Street at Thieves, Officer Came 
Into Line of Fire and Was 
Felled by a Bullet. 


John Taylor, John Howard and James 
O’Toole, the last named an ex-convict, 
are believed by the police to be the three 
robbers at whom Drug Clerk Robert C, 
Walsh was firing Sunday morning whfen 
he wounded Patrolman Michael Reedy of 
the Fifth district. 

All three men are in the hands of the 
police. Taylor and Howard were arrested 
for robbing Joseph Tuohy of $13 in a sa- 
loon at 813 Market street. After they were 
locked up it was found that their descrip- 
tion corresponded to that of the men who 
entered the grocery and saloon of A. M. 
Beckerhard, opposite the drug store in 
which Walsh was emp)oyed. 

Policeman Reedy, who was shot by Walsh 
while the latter was firing at the trio of 
burglars, {es in a serious condition at the 
City Hospital. His wound is in the right 
jung and the kidney. 

The drug store is on the southwest cor- 
ner of Tenth street and Case avenue. Walsh 
sleeps in a room in the rear of the store 


and was awakened early Sunday morning 


by the sound of breeking glass. 

Stepping into the store, he saw by the 
rays of an arc light across the street that 
three (men were breaking the glass in the 
store window, two keeping a watch in both 
directions while the third chipped away at 
the glass. 


‘Policeman Shot While 


Hurrying to the Scene. 

Walsh waited until one of the robbers had 
made a large opening and had crawled in 
and opened the door for the others. Then 
he leaned out of the store window and 
eoramenced to fire at the robbers. 

The bullets struck none of the men at/} 
whom they were aimed, but they felled Po- 
HNeceman Reedy, whose beat is along Cass 
venue in this neighborhood and who rushed 
to the corner as he heard the shooting. 

Reedy was taken to the City Hospital 
in a carriage, and other policemen, not 
knowing of the attempted robbery, under- 
took to arrest the young drug clerk. He 
delayed the officers by barricading his win- 


dow and threatening to fire, but withdrew 


his weapon when he was told that those 


JO SIDOTYO O2EM epis?No 
explained that he supposed the robbers haa 
come back to attack him, and told his 
story of the attempted robbery. 

The police did not at first credit the 
story of the attempted robbery, but the ap- 
pearance of the store showed that such an 
attempt had been made. Walsh was re- 
seased when his story had been substan- 
tiated. 

Reedy was able to talk Monday morn- 
ing, buf his condition is oritical. Dr. 
Nietert said that the wound was danger- 
oue and instructed the nurses to keep the 
patient quiet.
